I. aura Hridginan and Helen Keller, is 
the most striking" illustration of the 
marvellous progress in education that 
can be made with proper instruction 
by deaf, dumb and blind children. 

Willie was accompanied by her 
teacher, Miss Thayer of (he Kinder- 
garten for the Blind, who, after the 
paper read by Dr. Clarence .1. Blake, 
told the audience something of her 
experience in the education of the 
little girl, and how she had first learn 
ed to communicate with the mind that 
was imprisoned in the body. She 
talked with the child, receiving frda>i 
her intelligent articulate answers to 
questions. Willie was not in the 
embarrassed* 

" What is all this?" she asked of 
her teacher when they had come 
down in front of the audience. "What 
is it all about?" And every one was 
forced to laugh at the perfect natural- 
ness of the question.

The first experiment in this direc- 
tion was made by M i<s Thayer in 
teaching words of one syllabic, and 
was suggested by the child taking a 
small basket and putting it upon her 
head as if it were a hat. The word

Willie read for the audience from 
the raised characters used for the 
blind, and many of the words, even at 
a distance, were perfectly intelligible.

quite accidentally. In feeling her 
way around the (able while Miss 
Thayer was busily engaged answering 
questions, She came near The Globe 
reporter and touched his hand. She 
instantly retraced her steps to Miss 
Thayer and said: "Come and see 
that man." 

Of courso the audience smiled at 
Hie reporter's expense. Hut Miss 
Thayer granted the child's request, 
and Willie and the reporter were in- 
troduced. "What's his nameV" she 
asked. 

The name— a very ordinary. Com- 
monplace one — was "given. Half an 
hour later, after Willie, at the informal 
reception which followed the meeting, 
had met at least 50 other persons and 
learned their names, she again came 
near the reporter. Placing her hand 
on his she instantly spoke his name. 

President Niles'of the natural His- 
tory Society said he had seen Willie 
for the first time that evening, and 

only for a minute, before the meeting. 
But she recognized him at once an 
hour or so later.
